eine to the disaster area. 


Sapporo physicians claim 
that the current “shortage” of 
polio vaccine in Hokkaido is 
an artificial one caused by 
government regulations. There 
are now 400 liters of the vaccine 
in Tokyo—enough to inoculate 
400,000 children. Welfare Min- 
istry officials say the vaccine 
cannot be released until it is 
retested. — 


his Salk vaccine was im- 
ported in May from the United 
States, where it was tested and 
certified as safe by the U.. 
Public Health Service. By Japa- 
nese law, however, all imported 
drugs must be retested. Under 
methods now in use here, this 


takes two months. The Welfare 


Ministry's National Institute of 
Health claimed a lack of funds 
for mass retesting caused fur- 
ther delays. 


The approved supply of vac- 
cine was exhausted in Hokkaido 
almost two weeks ago—at the 
height of the epidemic. The 400 
tres are now being tested in 
the Meguro laboratories of: the 
government agency in Tokyo. 
The vaccine is expected to be 
released next week. 


An official of the Hokkaido 
University Hospital opined that 


an exception to the regulations 


should have been made in view 
of the seriousness of the epide- 
mic now sweeping this island. 

“I personally feel it safe to 


use the Salk vaccine and most 
of my colleagues also say pri- 
vately that it should be releas- 
ed for our use now. However, 
this is a government supported 
institution and we must follow 
regulation,” he said. 

Some vate, physicians in- 
terviewed in Sapporo admitted 
that they did not know there 
Was any vaccine in Tokyo. They 
had been told only that a “short- 
age” existed and assumed none 
was available in Japan. 


At the epidemic control cen- 
ter, set up in the basement of 
the Hokkaido Government office 
here, officials said that in all of 
Hokkaido only 1,000 children 
have received all three polio 
shots in the full series. Thirty 
thousand have received their 
second inoculation and 65,000 
the first shot. 8

* “Ashi ni Sawatta Onna” is 
a fine witty film by Yasuzo 
Masumura, one of Daiei’s young 
directors, Written for Masumura 
by Kon Ichikawa (“Enjo,” Ka- 
gi") the film is a brilliantly 
funny nonsense story featuring 
Machiko Kyo as a beautiful 
pick-pocket, Although the story 
doesn’t really matter much, it 
is to some extent probably a 
takeoff of the very serious and 
fine French film “Pickpocket” 
now playing in Tokyo. Whereas 
“Pickpocket” is an eloquent 
tribute to the basic noblity of 
human beings, “Ashi ni Sawat- 
ta Onna” says lightheartedly 
that people are absurd and that 
nothing they do or believe in 
should be taken too seriously. 


The entire picture, about the 
only really funny Japanese film 
I've ever seen, is done ip a 
bright, sparkling style, clear and 
snappy as a sail, which wonder- 
fully suits the clean detached 
wit of the dialogue. The situa- 
tions are so imaginatively im- 
probable one goes along with 
them quite Happily. Once in a 
while the fun gets stale, but 
most of the time the film is a 
sophisticated, lightfooted roilic.

' Shochiku, anxious to catch 
the momentum of the “New 
Wave,” has been encouraging its 
younger directors, one of whom, 
Nagare Oshima, has already con-

. Enheartened Oshima's 
quite unexpected critical and 
popular success, Shochiku is 
now introducing a second young 
director, Masahiro Shinoda, 
whose newest picture “Kawa- 
ita Mizuurmi” (Dried Lake), al- 
though fast-moving and inter- 
estingly edited, shows little ori- 
ginality stylistically and, far 
worse, to my mind, proclaims 
a distrust of individualism. 


Stylistically the picture de- 
monstrates how very soon what 
is bold and new itself becomes 
stale and familiar. Shinoda has 
most diligently absorbed the 
stylistic devices of the French 
directors and proceeds to pay

In his speech at the America-Japan Society luncheon in 
Tokyo on Tuesday, Prime Minister Ikeda said his Admin- 
istration would place emphasis on the establishment of 
true democracy and on instilling into the minds of the 
Japanese people the need to maintain and respect social 


order. 


“I believe,” he said, “that by doing so we can not 


only regain trust in Japan by the United States and other 
nations of the Free World, but also gain the respect of 


the Communist countries.”

and elsewhere, which, culminating in the cancellation of 
President Eisenhower's visit to this country, caused fears 
both at home and abroad that the Japanese people, more 
from emotional reasons than otherwise, might be led away 
from sound political and economic principles. We believe 
that that danger, if it ever existed, has now passed and 
that the vast majority of the nation has been strengthened 
in its desire for progress on orthodox lines rather than

His father, the former Prime 
Minister Tsuyoshi Inukal, was 
killed on May 18, 1932, by a 
group of military terrorists.

Amami Oshima Becoming Communist Base

The Japan Communist Party 
is using a tiny island south of 
Japan, :Amami Oshima, as a 


| Springboard to penetrate the 


Okinawan political scene and 
embarass the United States ad- 
ministration of that powerful 
island military bastion. 


Pro-Communist elements came 
to power four years ago. 
They suffered later setbacks, 
but today these forces feel the 
time is ripe to strike again. 


Stimulus for the new attack 
came in the wake of a snake- 
dancing leftist reception for 
President Eisenhower during 
his June 19 visit to Naha, Oki- 
nawa's capital. 


Election of six Japan Com- 
munist Party candidates—the 
entire slate—to the Naze City 
Assembly in tiny Amami Island 
south of Kyushu June 26 is an 
indication of the JCP activity 
in that area. Radio Peiping 
proudly took note of the fact 
that the Communists now “oc- 
cupy first place” in the assem- 
bly. 

Actually 20 seats in the 20 
seat house went to independ- 
ents. Socialists won three and 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
one seat. 


What is significant is that the 
Communist Party gained two 
seats and won 15.5 per cent of 
the popular vote in an island 
administered by the United 
States until Christmas 1954. 


Reversion of administrative 
authority to Japan was the 
popular rallying cry of Naze 
ee on Amami just as it 

on Okinawa today. Perhaps 
no one was more surprised 
than the Amami islanders 


when the United States said, in R 


effect, you asked for it, now 
you can go back to Japan. 
Prior to Amami's return to 
Japan, it had been administered 
by the U.S. Government as part 
of the Ryukyu Island group 
which the United States re- 
tained for one of its key mil- 
itary links in the Far East de- 
fense chain. Okinawa is the 
largest of the Ryukyu Islands. 
islanders 


became evident when they be- 
gan a mass immigration to Oki- 
Ryukyu Government 
immigration figures indicate at 
least 10,000 Amami islanders 
have ted to Okinawa in 
the past five years. THe go 
ernment has officially estimated 
that as many as 20,000 more 
may have smuggled themselves 
into Okinawa via the midnight 
fishing boat route. 

In spite of massive aid by 
the Japanese Government. 
Amami remains a desperately 
poor island.
